This office action is in response to the after final filed 03/08/201 1 . Applicant amended 
claims 1,7, 11. Claims 1 -3, 7-8 and 1 0-1 1 are pending.

2. Claims 1 -3, 7-8 and 1 0-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
It is deemed novel and unobvious over the prior art of record to have a method 
for manufacturing a semiconductor device, comprising: selectively forming an oxide film 
on an exposed surface of the first layer by plasma processing at a process temperature 
of 300 °C or more using a process gas consisting of Ar, 0 2 gas, and H 2 gas at a flow rate 
ratio of the H 2 gas to the 0 2 gas of 2 or more and 4 or less so as not to form the oxide 
film on an exposed surface of the second layer, as claimed in independent claims 1 , 7 
and 1 1 .
